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THE  CURRENT  SITUATION 

Farmers1  cash  receipts  from  marketings  during  the  first  half  of  19^8  were  6 
percent  higher  than  the  same  period  last  year.    In  July  and  August,  however,  they 
were  practically  the  same  as  a  year  earlier;  and  total  receipts  through  August  are 
up  only  k  percent. 

Although  farmers'  gross  receipts  so  far  this  year  are  a  little  higher  than 
last  year,  their  expenses  are  also  higher.    For  the  average  farmer,  moreover, 
production  costs  have  probably  increased  more  than  gross  income. 

Total  farm  production  in  ISkZ — for  sale  or  for  consumption  in  farm  households — 
will  probably  "be  slightly  "below  last  year's  output.    Crop  production  is  setting  a 
new  record  high;  "but  livestock  and  livestock  products  are  off. 

Cash  receipts  and  expenses,  January-August 

Farmers  received  a  total  of  about  17*9  "billion  dollars  from  marketings  during 
the  first  8  months  of  19^+8,  k  percent  more  than  in  the  same  period  last  year.  Live- 
stock and  livestock  products  accounted  for  11.2  "billion  dollars,  up  10  percent  from 
last  year;  "but  crop  receipts  totaling  6.7  "billion  dollars  were  down  ahout  k  percent. 
Prices  of  livestock  and  livestock  products,  averaging  13  percent  higher  than  in  the 
same  months  of  19^7 1  have  more  than  offset  a  small  decline  in  marketings.  Crop 
prices,  however,  have  averaged  only  ahout  2  percent  higher — not  enough  to  offset  a 
smaller  volume  of  sales. 

Although  prices  received  and  farmers'  cash  receipts  are  up  a  little  on  the 
average,  the  prices  they  have  had  to  pay  and  their  total  production  costs  are  also 
higher;  and  the  increase  in  costs  is  probably  more  evenly  distributed  among  indi- 
vidual farmers  than  is  the  increase  in  receipts.    Prices  paid  by  farmers  for 
commodities  used  in  production  during  the  first  8  months  of  19^8  averaged  Ik  per- 
cent higher  than  prices  paid  in  the  same  months  of  19^7 •    Expenditures  on  farm 
labor,  feed,  fertilizer,  farm  buildings,  and  machinery,  the  costs  of  supplies  and 
services,  and  outlays  for  taxes  and  farm-mortgage  interest  are  all  higher  than 
last  year.    When  these  cost  items  are  taken  into  account,  it  seems  probable  that 
net  income  so  far  this  year  has  been  lower  than  last  year  for  most  farmers. 

All  the  major  livestock  groups  showed  increases  in  cash  receipts  during  the 
first  g  months  of  the  year,  with  higher  prices  generally  more  than  offsetting  a 
smaller  volume  of  sales.    Dairy  products  are  up  Ik  percent  from  last  year,  meat 
animal 8  9  percent,  and  poultry  and  eggs  7  percent. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  have  been  more  variable.    Receipts  from  tobacco, 
feed  crops,  and  fruits  are  down  substantially  in  the  first  8  months  of  19*4-8;  cotton 
and  oil-bearing  crops  are  considerably  higher;  and  food  grains  are  up  slightly. 
Marketings  this  year  from  last  year's  crops  have  been  larger  for  wheat,  cotton, 
flaxseed,  and  peanuts;  but  they  have  been  smaller  for  com  and  tobacco.  Except 
in  the  case  of  fruits,  crop  prices  so  far  this  year  have  generally  averaged  higher 
than  last  year. 

Cash  receipts  in  July 

Marketings  in  July  brought  farmers  a  cash  total  of  2.6  billion  dollars,  almost 
the  same  as  a  year  earlier.    Crop  receipts  were  13  percent  below  last  year,  but 
livestock  receipts  were  11  percent  higher. 
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As  compared  with  the  previous  month,  total  receipts  in  July  were  up  9 
percent,     Livestock  receipts  were  off  "because  of  smaller  marketings  of  meat 
animals  and  a  seasonal  decline  in  production  of  milk  and  eggs.    July  crop 
receipts,  however,  were  more  than  45  percent  above  the  June  level.  Prices 
averaged  a  little  lower,  hut  sales  of  wheat  and  other  crops  were  seasonally 
higher. 

Cash  receipts  in  August 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  August  totaled  around  2.5  "billion 
dollars.    livestock  receipts  were  down  slightly  and  crop  receipts  were  ahout 
the  same  as  in  July.    But  compared  with  Augdst  a  year  ago,  livestock  and 
products  were  up  12  percent,  crops  were  down  ahout  12  percent,  and  the  two 
combined  were  ahout  the  same. 

Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  in  August  were  prohahly  a  little  "below 
the  July  level,  with  cattle  marketings  up  slightly  hut  hog  marketings  down, 
and  prices  averaging  ahout  the  same  as  in  July.     Receipts  from  dairy  and 
poultry  products  were  also  lower  "because  of  seasonal  declines  in  production. 

Although  total  crop  receipts  were  ahout  the  same  in  August  as  in  July, 
there  were  some  important  shifts  in  their  distribution  among  individual  crops. 
Cash  receipts  from  wheat  were  prohahly  a'bout  one-third  lov/er  as  marketings 
declined  seasonally.     Receipts  from  cotton  increased,  as  picking  of  the  large 
crop  got  under  way  in  some  of  the  southernmost  States.     Receipts  from  tohacco 
and  from  flaxseed  also  increased  sharply  with  increased  sales. 

Volume  of  farm  production  in  1948 

Preliminary  estimates  indicate  that  the  total  volume  of  agricultural 
production  for  sale  and  for  consumption  in  farm  households  in  1948  will  he 
only  a  little  below  last  year's  record  output. 

Index  numbers  of  production  by  commodity  groups  are  given  in  table  l6. 
They  are  based  on  crop  indications  as  of  August  1  and  estimated  sales  and 
home  consumption  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  during  the  calendar  year. 
Indexes  for  some  of  the  important  crop  groups  on  an  August  1  basis  are  con- 
siderably higher  than  they  were  on  a  July  1  basis. 

The  all  commodity  index  for  1948  is  34  percent  above  the  1935-39  average, 
or  2  points  lower  than  in  1947.    Total  crop  production  this  year  will  be  the 
largest  in  the  country's  history — 7  percent  above  1946  and  1947,  the  previous 
high  years.    Total  livestock  production,  however,  is  expected  to  be  the 
smallest  since  1942 — and  down  7  percent  from  1947. 

Production  of  meat  animals  is  ahout  10  percent  lower,  with  all  classes 
of  meat  animals  sharing  in  the  decline.     Smaller  production  of  milk,  eggs, 
chickens,  and  turkeys  is  also  expected.     Corn,  cotton,  and  flaxseed  show  the 
largest  increases.    Tobacco  is  the  only  important  crop  of  which  the  production 
is  expected  to  be  considerably  lower  than  last  year.

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1946  are  now  estimated  at  24.9 
"billion  dollars,  and  in  19^7  at  "$0.2  "billion  dollars.     The  latter  is  practically 
the  same  as  the  ISkj  total  previously  published;  "but  the  19U6  fig-are  represents 
a  small  upward  revision.     The  value  of  farm  products  consumed  directly  in  farm 
households  is  estimated  at  2.6  "billion  dollars  for  1946  and  3*1  "billion  dollars 
for  1947.    Corresponding  revisions  have  "been  made  in  other  regularly  published 
series  on  the  volume  of  farm  production  and  marketings,  and  on  monthly  esti- 
mates and  index  numbers  of  cash  receipts. 

Cash  receipts  in  1946 

According  to  revised  estimates,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in 
19U6  totaled  24,864  million  dollars.     (See  tables  7,  9,  and  12  for  details  by 
States  and  by  commodities).     The  revised  total  is  1.4  percent  larger  than  the 
previous  estimate  for  194c,  published  in  the  June-July  lSkj  issue  of  The  Farm 
Income  Situation.     Changes  in  the  estimates  by  commodity  groups  are  summarized 
below:

The  revisions  have  resulted  in  relatively  little  change  for  the  livestock 
groups  and  for  most  of  the  crop  groups.    A  substantial  boost  in  the  estimated 
volume  of  wheat  sold  in  1946  is  responsible  for  an  increase  of  9  percent  in 
the  total  for  food  grains.    And  an  increase  in  estimated  receipts  from  truck 
crops  accounts  for  most  of  the  upward  revision  for  vegetables. 

Cash  receipts  in  19^7 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  1947,  according  to  revised  estimates, 
were  30,186  billion  dollars,  or  only  slightly  larger  than  the  cumulative  monthly 
total  published  in  the  January  1943  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation.  (See 
tables  8,  10,  and  12  for  details  by  States  and  by  commodities . )    Al though  the 
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total  showed  little  change,  however,  there  are  some  significant  differences  V 
commodity  groups,  as  indicated  below:

An  upward  revision  of  k.k  percent  in  the  19U7  crop  total  was  almost  entire 
ly  offset  by  a  downward  revision  of  5.5  percent  in  the  livestock  total.  The 
latter  was  due  primarily  to  a  reduction  in  estimated  cash  receipts  from  meat 
animals;  hog  marketings  had  been  overstated  by  about  10  percent  in  last  year's 
monthly  figures.

•The  figures  for  all  the  crop  groups  except  food  grains,  and  fruits  and  nuts 
were-  increased  in  the  revised  estimates.     Marketings  of  the  feed  croT^s  in  the 
calendar  year  I9U7  had  been  underestimated  so  the,  total  for  feed  crops  was 
raised  by  almost  11  percent.    The  I9U7  cotton  crop  proved  to  be  la-  e-  than 
was  anticipated  last  fall;  the  estimated  sales  in, the  last  few  months  of  the 
year'were  increased.     In  the  case  of  vegetables,   there  were  upward  revisions 
for  both  truck  crops  and  potatoes.  

Changes  in  cash  receipts,  lSkS-k7 

Although  the  revisions  have  brought  about  some  definite  changes  in  the 
comparison  for  individual  commodities  and  commodity  groups,  the  general 
Picture  of^l+7  ca~h  receipts  as  compared  with  I9U6  remains  muchVhe  same  as 
oefore  ,  with  the  total,  increase  now  being  21  percent  instead  of  25  percent 
as  figured  from  previous  estimates. 

The  revised  estimates  show  significantly  smaller  percentage  increases 
for  meat  animals  and  food  grains  than  was  indicated  earlier;  but  they  also 
show  larger  percentage  increases  for  feed  crops  and  cotton.     Otherwise,'  the 
.relative  changes  from  I9U6  to  19U7— all  increases  except  for  a  25-percent 
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drop  in  receipts  from  fruits  and  nuts — have  not  "been  very  much  affected  by 
the  revisions. 

Value  of  hone  consumption 

The  value  of  farm  products  consumed  directly  in  farm  households  is  esti- 
mated at  2.62U  million  dollars  in  19^6,  only  slightly  revised.    The  corres- 
ponding value  for  19^7  is  3t105  million  dollars,  or  18  percent  more  than  in 
19^6.    This  is  a  smaller  relative  increase  than  occurred  in  cash  receipts,  as 
home  consumption  continued  to  "become  a  less  important  part  of  farmers'  total 
gross  income. 

The  combined  total  of  cash  receipts  and  home  consumption  was  33 » 293 
million  dollars  in  19^+7  as  compared  with  27. ^88  million  dollars  in  lSk6.  The 
value  of  home  consumption  is  presented  "by  commodities  in  table  11,  and  "by 
States  in  table  15. 

Volume  of  farm  production 

In  table  l6  the  index  numbers  of  the  volume  of  agricultural  production 
for  sale  and  consumption  in  farm  households  are  revised  for  19^6  and  19^-7  in 
line  with  revisions  in  cash  receipts  and  the  value  of  home  consumption.  There 
have  been  some  minor  changes  in  the  index  numbers  by  commodity  groups  for  19^6; 
but  the  all-commodity  index  for  that  year  remains  unchanged  at  136  percent  of 
the  1935-39  average. 

For  19^7 »  the  revised  index  for  all  commodities  is  also  136,  1  point 
higher  than  the  figure  last  published  (in  the  December  19^-7  issue  of  The  Farm 
Income  Situation),  and  equal  to  the  record  high  first  set  in  19^.    By  com- 
modity groups,  the  most  important  change  is  an  upward  revision  from  102  to 
132  in  the  feed-crops  index. 

Monthly  revisions 

Revisions  in  total  cash  receipts  have  resulted  in  part  from  changes  in 
the  estimates  of  total  sales;  but  changes  have  also  taken  place  in  regard  to 
the  estimated  monthly  distribution  of  sales  for  some  commodities.  In  order 
to  provide  a  more  accurate  basis  for  comparison  with  preliminary  monthly  esti- 
mates in  19^8,  the  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts  in  19^6  and  19^7 1  re- 
vised in  line  with  the  new  annual  totals,  are  presented  by  commodity  groups 
in  table  1  and  by  States  in  tables  13  and  lk. 

Revised  19*+6-U7  index  numbers  of  cash  receipts  and  the  volume  of  farm 
marketings  are  given  in  tables  2  and  3»  respectively,  along  with  current 
monthly  index  numbers  for  19^8. 

It  should  be  noted  that  current  monthly  estimates  of  cash  receipts  for 
19^8  are  now  compared  with  revised  monthly  estimates  for  19^+7  in  tables  k, 
5,  and  6.    Readers  who  have  been  following  the  course  of  cash  receipts  this 
year,  as  compared  with  last  year,  for  individual  States,  may  in  some  cases 
find  a  considerable  change  in  the  iyk~[-hZ  relationship  as  shown  by  the 
revised  cumulative  monthly  totals  in  table  6.
